CHICAGO (AP) — High sug­ 
ar prices may have at least one 
benefit for consumers, a dental 
educator says.

from snacks reduce the body 's 
defenses, he added 
People also are more likely to 
brush their teeth after a meal 
than they are after snacking, he 
said. 
In 1973. the dental association 
urged government officials and 
school administrators to elim i­ 
nate from schools the sale of 
sugar-rich foods that comjjete 
with the sale of nutritional 
foods. 
Nutrition organizations also 
have made sim ilar pleas, espe­ 
cially for elimination of coin- 
operated soft-drink and snack 
dispensers in school corridors. 
Sticky foods, such as cara­ 
mel, and hard candies which 
stay in the mouth a long time 
also contribute more to tooth 
decay than sweet foods which 
go down immediately, Stauffer 
said.

about the amount of “hidden 
sugar'* in prepared American 
foods, Stauffer said 
He said it is being addl'd to 
such unlikely foods as prepared 
vegetables and peanut butter, 
leading dentists to urge their 
patients to read food labels m

reduce sugar con 
sumption.

essential in this Republic that we meet our 
security requirements and at the same time 
avoid impairing our democratic institutions and 
fundamental freedoms.”

revelations. Purpose of the probe is to learn if the 
CIA is overstepping its statutory authority.

Deaths from overdoses of methadone, the 
man-made narcotic introduced to wean addicts 
from heroin, for the first time have exceeded 
deaths from heroin, reports Securitv World 
magazine. 
According to Dr Dominick DiMaio, acting 
chief medical examiner in New York City, while 
the total number of drug-related deaths there 
dropped for the first time in a decade, there were 
181 deaths directly attributable to methadone 
last year and 98 deaths due directly to heroin 
(inly 10 of those who died of methadone 
poisoning, however, were enrolled in methadone 
clinics.

methadone program, 
stringent new federal regulations limiting the 
length of time an addict can be given methadone 
in a clinic have driven many of them back into 
the streets for their methadone, increasing the 
likelihood of overdose.

The confidence of the American people has 
been battered pretty badly over the past two 
years and they need some reassurance that the 
nation’s highest office is more than a political 
plum for ambitious men. They need to know that 
principle still counts for something, that in­ 
dividual freedoms have not been sacrificed in the 
hurly, burly of 20th century America. 
Some people have questioned whether a CIA 
investigation really is needed since the question 
boils down to whether the spy agency did 
something that the FBI can do legally. 
Of course, the review is in order. Many 
Americans take their right to privacy seriously. 
Any part of that basic right that is not guarded is 
subject to erosion. We already have lost a great 
deal of our privacy through the use of computers 
and the trading of information on everything 
from our financial affairs to medical histories 
Some of this can be chalked up to the trade-off 
that comes from doing business in the most ef­ 
ficient manner. 
BI T THAT PRIVACY which remains should 
not be subject to attack from an agency that is 
limited by law to activities in the foreign in­ 
telligence field 
Once that occurs on a regular basis then there 
can be a total blurring of guidelines for agency 
conduct which could he misused by people in 
high places. We must remember that we are 
dealing with basically a secret operation with a 
blank check. The lack of accountability to the 
American 
people is 
the weakness 
in 
the 
organization. 
We support the presidential commission’s 
investigation in hopes it will give the American 
people confidence their rights are a concern of 
government and that appropriate steps will be 
taken to rectify any encroachment.

WASHINGTON - Although 
the CIA is supposed to be se­ 
cret, everybody in Washington 
knows at least one person who 
works for it. My CIA connection 
is Rumplemever. who has been 
in and out of the cold for 25 
years. 
“Nohodv understands us,”

other day as we changed taxis 
tor the third time to make sure 
no one was following us. 
“ WHY DO YOU SAY that?” 
I asked. 
“Well, take all the hoopla 
about the CIA that is going on 
now. They are accusing us of 
every crime under the sun.”

tism? If the party has a future, 
under the Republican label, it 
lies in such identification If the 
GOP foolishly tries to he* all 
things to all people, in an effort 
to “broaden its base.” the party 
will go the* way of the* Whigs a 
century ago. 
My 
young 
friend 
from 
Princeton had taken a year 
from his studie*s in order to 
work in several Republican 
campaigns. It proved a dis 
couraging task: All his eandi 
dates lost. He found it hard to 
attract volunteer workers; lie 
found it hard to raise* money. 
He had good candidates to work 
for, but in 1974 they were 
tainted candidates: They were 
REPUBLICAN candidates. It 
was the label that killed them 
It was like vichyssoisc* by Bon 
Vivant.

Announces Bid 
For Nomination 


CONCORD, N.H. 
(AP) 
— 
Former Sen. Fred R. Harris of 
Oklahoma announced his can­ 
didacy today for the 
1976 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, calling for an attack on 
forces preventing “ full employ­ 
ment and fair taxes.” 
Harris, 44, told a news con­ 
feren ce 
he would 
run 
“ a 
people's campaign — both in 
strategy’ and in beliefs.” 
Harris, who calls himself a 
“ new’ populist,” stressed eco­ 
nomic problems as the central 
theme of his campaign. 
“The basic question in 1976 is 
whether our government will 
look after the interests of the 
average family or continue to 
protect the super rich and the 
giant corporations,” he said. 
“Both the economy and the 
politics of our country are in 
deep trouble. Too few people 
have all the money and power, 
and most people have little or 
none.” 
He said 1976 offers an oppor­ 
tunity to give all Americans “ a 
fair chance and a fair share. 
“What stands in the way is 
privilege. Privilege is the issue. 
It prevents full employment 
and fair taxes 
It drives up 
p rices 
and 
c o rru p ts 
democracy. 
“We must lower taxes for 
m ost A m erican s and ra ise 
them for the Nelson Rockefel­ 
lers and J. Paul Gettys. We 
must stop the Exxons and the

This year, he is hoping to fi­ 
nance a campaign with funds 
provided under the new federal 
campaign funding law, which 
turns over some federal reve­ 
nue to candidates. 
Harris planned to meet with 
volunteers after the announce­ 
ment to plot a strategy for the 
New Hampshire campaign.

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) - 
The ranking Republican mem­ 
ber of the Ohio House wants to 
turn w elfare adm inistration 
over to the townships in an at­ 
tempt to straighten out what 
she calls a mess.

It appears that the Salem 
City Eng ineer position m ay be 
com bined w ith the se rv ic e 
director’s job at some* time in 
the near future, as there is no 
provision for a city engineer’s 
salary in the rate ordinance 
passed by City Council 
this 
week 
Other questions on the c ity ’s 
efforts to fill the city engineer’s 
duties rem ain unanswered, but 
14 persons so far have sub­ 
mitted applications to M ayor 
C h arles A lex an d er for 
the 
en g in eerin g — public 
w orks 
adm inistration job. 
The advertisem ent the city 
placed in four magazines for 
the position came under the 
heading 
“ Director of Public 
Service,” the job now held by E . 
R. Durand 
However, the ad states that 
the official 
hired 
will 
have 
adm inistrative authority over a 
“ D ep artm en t 
of 
P u b lic 
W orks,” which the city now 
does not have, at least by name. 
T he 
“ d ire cto r 
of 
public 
service” being sought by the 
city is required to have an 
en gin eerin g 
degree 
and 
re g istra tio n 
in 
Ohio 
as 
a 
professional 
engineer 
and 
surveyor, which the present 
service director does not have. 
However, Durand has been 
named to the screening com ­ 
mittee. 
which 
includes 
Bar- 
ckhoff, for the evaluation of the 
candidates tor the city position. 
The city is required to have a 


service director by state law, 
but it is not required to have an 
engineer. The service director 
in Salem is a member of the 
planning 
com m ission, 
the 
board of zoning appeals, and 
the board of control, with the 
engineer acting only 
as an 
adviser to the planning com­ 
mission. 
If the appointment of a new 
d ire cto r 
of 
public 
se rvice 
means the doing aw ay of the 
city engineer title, there still 
remains the office of assistant 
city engineer, held by S. J 
N avo yo sky. 
There 
is 


speculation that that job title 
m ay be changed to zoning of­ 
ficer or city office engineer. 
M a yo r C h arles A lex an d er 
said last week the appointment 
of the new city official probably 
will not be made before the end 
of this month. Raises have been 
approved for the director of 
public service this year and 
next year, raising the salary to,. 
$12,064 next year. However, the 
salary is negotiable with the 
new official. 
T he city engineer’s salary in 
1974 was $11,820 and the service 
director received $10,440, for a 
total of $22.260.

Box of Comic 
Books Nets 
Stamp Bonanza 


C IN C IN N A T I. Ohio (A P ) 
A 
box of old comic books may 
prove to be a treasure chest for 
the owners of the Olde Times 
Stamps & Coin Shop 
Stuck deep down in a box of 
hooks the three owners bought 
last June for $10 was an album 
containing a four pence (pen­ 
ny) stamp of 1887-1892 general 
issue. The stamp may bear a 
color error which could make it 
worth as much $1.7 million, ac­ 
cording to partner Bob Wild- 
man. 
Wild man explained that the 
owners are still trying to certify 
the brown-bordered stamp. The 
green center portrait of Queen 
Victoria is missing and that 
color error is what makes the 
stamp so valuable. 
“ We sent it to England and 
we sent it to New Y o rk ," Wild- 
mansaid. “ Some experts said it 
was genuine and some said it 
was not 
and 
withheld 
their 
opinion W e ’re going to send it 
to New York for more testing 
and make sure it’s so genuine 
that it has a peditree a mile 
long.” 
Some collectors have bid as 
high as $25.000 to take the 
gamble, 
W ildm an said. 
The 
partners said they want to keep 
the stamp because they’ve been 
told they can earn as much as 
$5 million or more syndicating 
it for public exhibitions and 
promotions 
The album 
also contained 
other rare stamps and the 2ou 
comic hooks netted ah addition­ 
al $500 for the three men who 
bought the box at an auction 
barn in Covington, K y, 
“ My business will probably 
really pick up,” said Charley 
Chapman, who sold the box of 
comics. “ Everyone in the world 
w ill be running here trying to 
buy a box. 
“ Andas for that W ildm an lei 
la,” he added, “ well the least he 
could do is come back over here 
and buy me a cup of coffee.*’
